Representatives of all branches 
of the citrus industry came to 
Washington and agreed upon &

Whether President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt signs the proposed 
draft bill putting pre-Pearl Har- 
| bor dads far down on the list, 
seven pre-Pearl Harbor fathers 
are scheduled to be sent into the 
armed forces through the local 
board early next month. 














Notices to appear for induc- 
tion havg been sent to the fath- | 
ers in the draft board district and | 
these notices will not be cancel- 
led unless the state selection ser- | 
vice headquarters intervene, ac- 
curding to Francis Rogers, chair- 
man of the board. 


The proposed bill, if signed, will 
delay the induction of other fath- 
ers but the proposal as at present 
j interpreted will not affect the 
men in the next draft call from 


here. 

A few fathers have already 
gone into the service but it has | 
been the general policy of the 
local board to defer the family | 
man as long as possible.
